Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an Institution of higher learning as a Deemed to be 
University; 

2. And whereas, on the advice of the UGC, Gandhi Institute of Technology and Management (GITAM), 
Rushikonda, Visakhapatnam, Andhra Pradesh was declared as an ‘Institution Deemed to be University’ initially consisting of 
two colleges viz (i) College of Engineering and (ii) College of Science for the purposes of the aforesaid act, vide this 
Ministry’s notification No.F.9-37/2006-U3(A) dated 13.08.2007. Later on, two more colleges viz. (i) College of Management 
Studies and (ii) College of Pharmacy were brought under the ambit of Deemed to be University vide Notification No. F.10- 
6/2007-U3(A) dated 13.06.2008. The Government of India vide Notification No. F.10-10/2008-U3(A) dated December, 
2008, allowed the Deemed to be University to start an off-campus centre from the academic year 2009-10 at Rudraram 
Village on the outskirts of Hyderabad, on the advice of UGC. Further, the Government of India vide its Notification No. 10- 
3/2012/U3(A) dated 27 th September, 2012, on the advice of UGC, also permitted the Deemed to be University to start another 
off-campus centre at Nagadenahalli, Dodaballapur Taluk, Bangalore, Karnataka from the academic year 2012-13; 

3. And whereas, the Institution “Deemed to be University” submitted a proposal to Ministry of Human Resource 
Development on 4 th June, 2015 for establishment of an off-campus centre at Yendada, Visakhapatnam, Andhra Pradesh in the 
name of GITAM Institute of Medical Sciences & Research; 

4. And further whereas, the Ministry vide its letter No. F.10-1/2015/U3(A) dated 24 th June, 2015 forwarded the 
proposal of GITAM Deemed to be University to UGC for examination in accordance with the provisions of UGC 
(Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2010 and amendments in 2014 and 2015; 

5. And whereas, the UGC vide its communication No. 10-2/2015 (CPP-I/DU) dated 29.07.2015 conveyed its 
recommendation to Gandhi Institute of Technology and Management (GITAM) to start an off-campus centre at Yendada, 
Visakhapatnam, Andhra Pradesh in the name of GITAM Institute of Medical Sciences & Research subject to review of the 
off-campus centre by the UGC biennially for six years and subsequently after five years; 

6 . And whereas, the report of UGC Expert Committee and its recommendations were examined in the Ministry and 
found that one of the conditions stipulated under Clause 12.07 of the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) 
Regulations, 2010 whereby an Institution Deemed to be University intending to start a new off-campus centre / off-shore 
campus is made compulsory to apply to the Government of India in the prescribed format at least six months prior to the 
proposed dated of starting the centre, is not being fulfilled by the Deemed to be University; 

7. And further whereas, since the UGC Expert Committee, based on an inspection, discussion with management, 
interaction with faculty, non-teaching staff and students and verification of documents, had recommended that the facilities 
available are in consonance with the requirements and the academic and physical infrastructure available at proposed off- 
campus centre are adequate, the Ministry is of the opinion that the proposed off-campus centre at Yendada, Visakhapatnam, 
Andhra Pradesh in the name of GITAM Institute of Medical Sciences & Research may be treated as valid from the 
completion of six months from the date of submission of the applications (which was on 4 th June, 2015), i.e. from 3 rd 
December, 2015; 

8 . Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
on the advice of the University Grants Commission (UGC), do hereby accord its approval to the Gandhi Institute of 
Technology and Management (GITAM) Deemed to be University, Visakhapatnam, Andhra Pradesh to start an off-campus 
centre at Yendada, Visakhapatnam, Andhra Pradesh in the name of GITAM Institute of Medical Sciences & Research with 
effect from 3 rd December, 2015, for the purposes of the aforesaid Act for conduct of academic course/programmes and the 
conditions attached thereto, subject to review of the off-campus centre by the UGC biennially for six years and subsequently 
after every five year subject to usual terms and conditions as prescribed under the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be 
Universities) Regulations, 2010 and its amendments in 2014 and 2015; 

9. The declaration as made in Para 8 above is further subject to fulfillment of the conditions mentioned at Sr. No.6 
of the endorsement to this notification;

No.F.12-12/2010-U.3(A)—Whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC) Act 1956, the Central Government vide its Notification No.9-19/94-U3 dated 7 th June, 2000, on the 
advice of the UGC, declared Bihar Yoga Bharati, Munger, Bihar as institution Deemed to be University for the purposes of 
the aforesaid Act. 

2. And whereas, Bihar Yoga Bharati (Deemed to be University), Munger, Bihar vide its letter dated 12 th June, 2008 
requested the UGC for withdrawal of Deemed to be University status in view of the fact that it was unable to meet the 
compliance of obligation and requirements to be followed by Deemed to be University as per the existing 
guidelines/regulations of UGC and statutory bodies concerned despite its consistent endeavours. 

3. And whereas, UGC in its 451 st meeting held on 10.09.2008 considered the request of Bihar Yoga Bharati 
(Deemed to be University), Munger, Bihar and resolved as under: 

“The Commission considered the request of Bihar Yoga Bharati for withdrawal of Deemed to be University 
status and agreed to recommend the same to the Ministry of Human Resource Development subject to the 
condition that the students who are already enrolled may complete their course or the Institute may make 
alternate arrangement to the satisfaction of the students”. 

4. And whereas, the Competent Authority of the Ministry has accepted the aforesaid recommendation of UGC for 
withdrawal of Deemed to be University status to Bihar Yoga Bharati, Munger, Bihar and accordingly ordered for de¬ 
notification. 

5. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government 
hereby declares that the Notification No. 9-19/94-U3 dated 7 th June, 2000 declaring Bihar Yoga Bharati, Munger, Bihar as an 
Institution Deemed to be University may be treated as withdrawn with effect from passing out of the last batch of admitted 
students. Further, it would be sole responsibility of the promoter of Bihar Yoga Institute to safeguard the interest of the last 
batch of students enrolled by them.

III. FUNCTIONS OF THE SAMITI 

Functions of the Samiti will be to render advice to the Government in regard to the implementation of the provisions 
relating to official language contained in the Constitution, Official Languages Act and Rules framed there under, decisions of 
the Kendriya Hindi Samiti, implementation of the instructions issued by the Department of Official Language and give 
advice to progressive use of Hindi in the Department of Telecommunications and its attached, subordinate, corporate 
offices/undertakings. 

IV. TENURE OF THE SAMITI 

The tenure of the Samiti shall be three years from the date of its constitution i.e. from the date of issue of this 
resolution, provided that:- 

a) A member, who is Member of Parliament, ceases to be member of the Samiti as soon as he/she ceases to a 
Member of Parliament. 

b) Ex-officio Members of the Samiti shall continue as members as long as they hold the office by virtue of 
which they are members of the Samiti. 

c) If a vacancy arises in the samiti due to resignation or death of a Member, the Member appointed in that 
capacity shall hold the office for residual term. 

d) Under special circumstances, the tenure of the Samiti may be curtailed or extended. 

V. GENERAL 

Headquarter of the Samiti will be in New Delhi, but samiti can convene its meetings at any other place, other than 
Delhi, if necessary.

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VI. TRAVELLING AND OTHER ALLOWANCES 

The Department of Official Language, Ministry of Home Affairs, vide their O.M. No. II/20034/04/2005-OL(Policy- 
2) dated 3 rd February, 2006 has stated that as the 15 non-official members include 06 Members of Parliament, nominated 
in the Hindi Salahakar Samiti, constituted by the Central Ministries/Departments, so the provision regarding 
travelling/daily allowance is made more elaborate in the following manner:- 

(a) The Members of Parliament nominated in the Samiti will be paid travelling/daily allowance as per the 
provisions in the “Members of Parliament (Salary, Allowance and Pension) Act, 1954”, amended from 
time to tine and rules made there under. 

(b) Travelling/daily allowance to other non-official Members of the Samiti will be paid as per the guidelines 
contained in the Department of Official Language’s O.M. No. II/20034/04/86-OL (A-2) dated 22 nd 
January, 1987 and in accordance with the prescribed rates and rules as amended from time to time by the 
Government of India.

Ordered that a copy of this resolution be communicated to all members of the Samiti, all State Governments and 
Union Territory Administrations, all Ministries and Departments of the Government of India, President’s Secretariat, Vice 
President's Secretariat, Prime Minister’s Office, Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry of Parliamentary Affairs, Lok Sabha 
Secretariat, Rajya Sabha Secretariat, NITI Aayog, Comptroller and Auditor General of India, Accountant General, Central 
Revenue, Election Commission and Union Public Service Commission.
